In a letter to the President, O’Con- 


nor said he desired to relinquish the , 


office ‘to return to my home in Cal- | 


ifornia to take care of pressing matters 


there.” 

O’Connor reviewed the work his of- 
fice had accomplished durin ghis ad- 
ministrfation. 

In reply, the President accepted the 
resignation but asked that it not be- 
come formally effective until April 1. 

It is generally understood that O’- 
Connor will seek the democratic nomi- 
nation as Governor of California in 
the next primary election. 

Mr. Roosevelt wrote O’Connor: 

“My Dear Jefty: 

“Your letter of Jan. 14th requesting 


me to relieve you of your duties as. 


comptroller of the currency of the 
United States is on my desk. 

“I must regretfully accede to your 
request, but, in view of the fact that 
there remains important unfinished 
work in connection with the payment 
of dividends to depositors in closed Na- 
tional Banks requiring at least your 
part time attention, I shall ask you to 
withhold your resignation until April 
1y 

“In my opinion, this course of action 
will enable you to take care of press- 
ing matters in your home state of Cal- 
fornia and yet gives you an opportun- 
ity to return here as often as necessity 
requires during the interim.”

Then, 
after praying to Allah, the king’s re- 
presentative shook hands with the 
father and the “Pope of Islam’’ covered 
their clasped hands with a silk hand- 
kerchief.

Farouk then clasped his father-in- 
law’s right hand in both of his, their 
right trumbs raised and pressed against 
each other, and recited: 

“J take Farida under my care and 
bind myself to afford her my protec- 
tion.”

Early said the letters received at 
the White House indicate that the 
|small business man feels that he has 
| been hit harder economically than the 
| big fellow, mainly because of the un- 
distributed profits tax and the capital

HOUSING COSTS IN U.S. 
TWICE BRITISH 
FIGURE 


By DAN ROGERS 
United Press Staff Correspondent 

LONDON, (lP—The average building 
price of a three-bedroom non-parlor 
dwellng in Great Britain last year was 
$1,620, according to official government 
figures. That compares to $1,550 during | 
the previous year. 


The increase, still continuing, caused 
a slackening in private building for the 
first eight months of 1937, but build- | 
ing under government projects has in- | 
creased appreciably. 

The value of dwellings approved dur- 
ing this period for 146 large towns was 
$216,500,000, compared with $252,500,000 
for the corresponding period of 1936. 
All of the difference, and more, may be 
laid to decreased private building since 
the number of government-project | 
i houses approved was 56,687 compared | 
| with 46,819 for the corresponding per- 
iod. 

The average price of $1,620 for a five- 
or six-room house seems low com- 
pared to President Roosevelt’s suggest- 
ed $4,000 per unit—especially so since ' 
wood construction is almost unknown 
in Britain, construction being almost 
entirely of stone, brick or concrete. 

Cheaper labor is the answer. | 

Lumping together all classes of build- 
ing labor, the average workman re- | 
ceives about $12.50 a week when em-'! 
ployed. And the building season is rela- | 
tively short, due to much rain. Un- | 
skilled and semi-skilled factory hands | 
working on hardware, fixtures, glass | 
and lumber, receive from $12.50 to $17.50 |

LOS ANGELES, ‘(U?)—James J. Brad- 
dock fights Tommy Farr in New York 
Friday night, and I think he’s a fool 
to do it. And I believe if he asked Jack 
Dempsey and Jack Sharkey for their 
honest opinion they would tell him the 
same thing. 

Dempsey refused a genuine offer of 
$750,000 to fight Gene Tunney a third 
time, because he was afraid of what 
another fight with the sharp  shoot- 
ing Tunney might do to his eyesight. 
Jack could have used the money, just 
as anyone could use three-quarters of a 
million dollars. But his sense of values 
wouldn't let him gamble his eyes 
against a checking account. 


Sharkey was not so wise. Greed got 
the better for him. He rose to the lure 
of the cash offered him to fight Joe 
Louis, and came out of retirement. He 
went in the ring that night without a 
scar. despite a long career in the manly 
art. He had plenty of money, but he 
wanted more. You know what hap- 
pened. Louis hit him a punch on the 
upper lip that did something Sharkey 
would not have happen for twice the 
money he receved for the fight. 

Braddock has no business fighting 
Farr. Even if he needs money, and 
needs it badly, he’s awfully foolish to 
gamble his health. And that’s what 
he is doing. Jim is through as a fight- 
er. He has reached the age and con- 
dition where he has no business out 
there in a 15-round fight, even if his 
foe is a man no better equipped than 
Tommy Farr. Fair isn’t a killer, by any 
means. But he is young and tough and 
rough and figures to belabor Brad- 
dock after five or six rounds, when 
Jim's legs are gone and he isn’t able to 
get out of the way. 

Jim’s only chance to win is to land 
his right in an early round.

Or how to 
preserve himself. He knows but one 
thing—move in and keep punching to 
the end. He proved that against Louis. 
He never could have licked Louis that 
nignt in Chicago, but he could have 
saved himself a wicked beating, and 
stayed much longer, had he fought with 
care. But he can’t fight that way.
